Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 4 and 6-10 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 1 , 3, 7 
and 9 are allowable over the prior art because Claim 1 sets forth an illumination device 
comprising a cylindrical light source, a curved mirror having a shape of a portion of an 
elliptic with a first and second focal point on a reference axis in a cross-sectional area 
that is perpendicular to the axis of the light source with the light source being disposed 
between the first and second focal points. In addition, Claim 1 also sets forth 
dimensional limitations for the distance of the position of the first focal point relative to 
the bottom point of the curved mirror, the distance between the two focal points and the 
distance of the light source from the bottom point of the curved mirror. This 
combination of limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior art. Claims 4, 6, 8 
and 10 are allowable over the prior art because Claim 4 sets forth an illumination device 
comprising a cylindrical light source, a curved mirror having a reflection surface having 
a shape that is a portion of a parabola with a focal point on an axis that is perpendicular 
to the axial direction of the light source. Claim 4 also sets forth dimensional limitations 
for the distance of the position of the focal point relative to the bottom point of the 
curved mirror and the distance between the light source and the bottom point of the 
curved mirror. This combination of limitations was not shown or suggested by the prior 
art.
